A state trooper prosecuting a 
tiartender of the Lincoln Inn, 
Falla Township, for prostitution 
and assignation testified yesterday 
that he made a date with one of 
the alleged prostitutes last June 
7 and drove her to a nearby 
motel, where four other police­ 
men entered their room to arrest 
her. 


Trooper Charles Zinich said he 
visited the tavern eight times be­ 
fore the raid. On trial for vice 
and for serving liquor after 2 a m. 
is bartender Anthony Carcella, 50, 
af ll Dorothy Drive, Trenton.

Zinich said Carcella told Mar­ 
garet Anderson, 22, of Trenton to 
give him her telephone number 
and recommended the company of 
other girls on another occasion. 
The trooper said he purchased 
drinks after the legal closing hour 
on most of his visits to the 
Lincoln Inn. 
Carcella’g defense counsel, for­ 
mer assistant U. S. Attorney 
Joseph J. Zapitz, moved to throw 
out charges of prostitution and 
assignation, pandering and main­ 
taining a disorderly house, for in­ 
sufficient evidence. 
Judge Edwin H. Satterthwaite, 
conducting the jury trial, reserved 
a decision until today. 


Not Served

William Tootell, called by Assist­ 
ant District Attorney Edward G. 
Biester Jr., as a Commonwealth 
witness, said Mrs. Anderson was 
to go cm trial Nov. 27 for prostitu­ 
tion, but did not appear.

Company, battled the blaze and 
brought it under control shortly 
after 9 o’clock. 
Deputy Fire Marshal Earle S. 
Tomlinson, at the scene, said the 
cause of the blaze wa^ not yet 


determined. Tomlinson said an in­ 
vestigation would get under way 
immediately. 
The entire cinder-block building 
was completely destroyed, in­ 
cluding thousands of dollars worth 
of merchandise and equipment.

Thick black smoke billowed IO 
stories into the air and could be 
seen for five miles in the area. 
One of the greatest problems 
confronting firefighters was the 
fact that there was no readily 
available source of water supply 
at the scene.

A railroad spokesman said 19 of the 39 freight cars 
derailed and 1,000 feet of track was torn up. No one 
was injured in the crash, which occurred at 6:49 a.m. 


One of the cars, filled with meat 
according to firemen of the Rich­ 
boro Fire Company, caught fire 
and was still burning at 10:40 
am . 
Fire Chief Bill Wendig said the 
burning car, which was flipped 
on its side under the overpass, 
hid apparently been ignited after 
the derailment by two "Salaman­ 
ders" — heating elements — in­ 
side it.

AGRA, INDIA —- Jan. 15 — (Delayed) — lf 
this has the earmarks of a travelogue, consider 
it a report from something of an unsophisticated 
Alice in India Wonderland. 


It is a country of superlative beauty and at the 
same time a country of ugly desolation. 


It is a country whose culture goes more than 
3,000 years beyond the birth of Christ and whose 
religions with all of their mysticism sustain the 
spirit and soul and conduct of man and at the 
same time a country in which it would seem 
that man, as represented by hundreds of millions 
of people, has been forsaken by his gods. 


It is a country where in a distance of a few 
miles you witness modern hotels, colleges and 
factory buildings and oxcart transportation, 2,- 


000-year-old villages, herds of water buffalo, wild 
jaguars and monkeys, camel caravans and the 
inevitable mobs of people — mostly the untouch­ 
ables—dressed in the same style of garb popular 
in the day when Genghis Khan swept in from 
the north to he tricked into retreat lief ore he 
had time to devastate Old Delhi.

standards, due to the fact that every able-bodied 
woman is in the rice fields at daybreak doing 
her duty as the family breadwinner. 


I’d have some difficulty adjusting to village life. 
But I’ve got to admire the men of the town. 
They’ve got it made. The gals earn the big 
money; the guys spend their time tending the 
flocks, shooing herds of water buffalo and driving 
the 4-bullock carts around the countryside. If they 
are not thus occupied, they do whatever house­ 
hold do-it-yourself jobs necessary to be done. 


For a IO to 12-hour stretch in the rice fields, 
the gaily garbed women earn as much as five 
(5) c e n t s a day. If they are accompanied and 
helped by their flocks of children — and all of 
'em seem to have flocks since birth control still 
isn’t what it’s cracked up to be — they may 
be paid as much as ten (IO) cents a day. 


Big deal. 


Anyhow we had the honor of interviewing the 
village chief, C. Narayn, a little skinny fellow 
who has his job because his sire had it as well as 
his grandsire, etc., etc., etc. 
This interview wasn’t particularly productive 
because Chief Narayn knew not a word of English 
and my interpreter wasn’t too familiar with the 
Indian dialect spoken in Guganpuharj. 
I did learn Mr. C. had an eye for business, 
because in addition to being chief, he was also 
the only merchant in town. 
I also discovered that these villages are co­ 
operative affairs, somewhat communal style, with 
loose encouragement from the government. 
Several hundred of the villagers followed me 
around as I looked the place over and I began 
feeling like a real VIP until Chief Narayn steered 
me to his four-by-four “supermarket” and began 
rubbing his hands in anticipation of a goodly order 
for export to the U.S.A. 
But the folks were friendly, laughing, and 
seemed to enjoy having a guest. The children 
here, as everywhere in India, grabbed my heart 
as usual simply because you can’t resist their 
charm. They even insisted that I watch an old 
bewhiskered patriarch work at his pottery wheel 
for an hour. 
The hour was profitable to me. The old potter’s 
method of production hasn’t changed since the in­ 
vention of the wheel. As I watched him I couldn’t 
help but be reminded of the infinite wisdom of 
patience and the complete agelessness of time. 
I am convinced that we in America must cap­ 
ture more of the spirit of these truths as we 
continue to strengthen our international re­ 
lationships and as we seek the solutions to the 
long-range global problems with which we are 
confronted.

Drive To Oust 
Castro Regime 


PUNTA DEL ESTE, Uruguay 
(UPI)—The U.S. today opened a 
new campaign to brand the Fidel 
Castro regime a Communist sat­ 
ellite and force it out of the 
American family (rf nations. 
Apparently jettisoning previous 
efforts for collective sanctions 
against Cuba at the eighth inter- 
American conference, American 
delegates switched strategy to a 
measure “that will isolate Castro, 
and brand the Cuban regime for 
what it is—a Communist satel­ 
lite.”
